Old Father Time, 1941 edition, having deposited a war 
on America’s doorstep during the very las} month of his - 
reign, prepares to beat a hasty retreat in favor of a grim, 
gerious and youthful successor, 1942. 

There’s no foolishness in the countenance. of this new- 
comer. He knows the coming twelve months will be steep- 
ed in sacrifice and heartache, and perhaps disappointments 
keener than we suspect. But on the unfolding scroll of 1942 
there are sure to be written soul-stirring triumphs on the field 
ef battle as the outstretched American eagle pounces wrath- 
fully upon its prey. 

One hundred thirty-two million Americans know this will 
be one of the most fateful years in their country’s history, as 
a whole nation rises to the supreme test of mobilizing its 
total strength against an array of hostile powers. No crystal 
gazers are needed to inform America that in 1942 hev civil- 
fans and fighters will record memorable deeds as they give 
to their country ‘‘the full measure of their devotion’’. 

It isn’t in the American spirit to face a great task com- 
plainingly or with faint heart.
